will  cooperate.  Dr.  Kyle  M.  Yates, 
formerly  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  and  one  e' 
the  translators  of  the  Old  Testa¬ 
ment,  is  to  be  the  speaker. 

Through  the  ages  God’s  Word  has 
been  brought  to  men  in  the  lan 
guage  of  their  times.  This  is  the 
reason,  therefore,  that  this  new 
version  is  heralded  as  the  Word  of 
Life  in  Living  Language  for  our 
Time.  There  has  been  a  need  for 
a  translation  of  the  Bible  that 
would  combine  accuracy  with  the 
simplicity  and  beauty  of  the  Kin? 
James  Version,  and  that  would  also 
be  clear  and  meaningful  to  pedpic 
today. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  transla 
tion  of  this  Revised  Standard  Ver¬ 
sion  in  1930.  The  New  Testament 
was  completed  and  published  hi 
1946,  and  now  the  publication  date 
of  the  Old  Testament  and  the  com¬ 
plete  Bible  is  September  30,  1952 
Ninety-one  scholars  have  cooperat¬ 
ed  in  this  great  undertakings  thir¬ 
ty  two  leading  Bible  scholars  have 
taken*  part  in  the  project,  but  a 
committee  of  22  did  the  majority 
°t  the  actual  translation  work 
This  accomplishment 


that  in  our  Christian  homes 
right  reading  habits  are  not  being 
given  to  our  youth.  The  daily  read¬ 
ing  of  the  Bible  is  a  forgotten  art 
in  most  Christian  homes  today. 
1  And  with  the  passing  of  the  Fam¬ 
ily  Altar,  we  have  lost  one  of  the 
greatest  bulwarks  of  Christian 
I  America.  Instead  of  our  Christian 
homes  having  their  church  publi¬ 
cations  and  good  gospel  literature 
cn  their  tables,  you  will  find  the 
I  worldly  and  modern  magazines. 
Perhaps  not  the  sexy  and  sensa 
tional  materials — God  forbid  that 
such  should  be  found  in  a  Chris¬ 
tian  home — but  generally  the 
worloly  literature  is  there  in  pre¬ 
ference  to  the  truly  Christian  ma 
terials. 

As  a  result,  Christians  today, 
and  their  children  who  are  being 
reered  in  supposedly*  Christian  sur¬ 
roundings.  are  getting  a  taste  far 
the  highly  illustrated,  bordering- 
on  the  sinful  modern  magazines 
and  books  of  our  world  today.  The 
Bible  bores  them;  they  knew  It 
should  be  read,  but  when  they  de 
H  it  is  done  as  e  chare,  something 
to  bo  hurried  over  and  gotten 
through.  The  publication  of  thoir 
church  is  seldom  pickod  up,  and 
puite  frequently  never  enters  the 
home — while  editors  work  and  wor¬ 
ry  to  increase  circulation  and  try 
to  get  people  to  reed  their  ma¬ 
teriel.  Wholesome  Christian  books 
soom  flat  and  deed  to  such  jaded 
appetites.

the  years,  jagged  brick  columns, 
hollow  sheets  of  gutted  buildings. 

The  spire  of  St.  Michael’s  Church 
points  upward  a  tall  finger,  fring¬ 
ed  with  lacy  artistry  —  the  weird 
remainder  of  Hamburg’s  once  priz- 
!  ed  cathedral.  That’s  all  that’s  left, 
just  the  spire  —  the  entire  church 
having  fallen  except  the  towering 
steeple. 

This  visit  to  Hamburg  is  the  Ger¬ 
man  phase  of  our  group’s  study- 
tour  of  European  family  life.  Fami- 
|  lies  still  live  in  shambles,  some  in 
I  cellars,  single  remaining  rooms,  i 
even  in  the  nearly  indestructible 
bunkers  of  air  raid  shelters.  In  the 
main  most  of  Hamburg’s  1,600,000 
seem  now  to  be  fairly  well  housed 
and  fed. 

But  practically  all  of  the  homes 
were  torn  apart  by  those  nights 
when  fire  rained  from  the  skies. 
Today  her  population  includes  at 
least  100,000  of  the  810,000,000  refu¬ 
gees  from  East  Prussia  —  Pots¬ 
dam’s  spectacle  —  who  fled  to 
West  Germany,  bringing  nothing 
but  scant  baggage  —  no  money,  no 
food,  no  furnishings  —  just  glad  to 
escape  with  their  lives  when  Rus¬ 
sia  demanded  and  the  Western 
powers  agreed  that  they  must 
leave  their  homes. 

One  man  came  out  of  East  Prus¬ 
sia  with  his  wife  and  two  children  , 
and  nothing  but  their  hand  bags. 
Today  I  was  in  their  new  home — 
four  rooms  with  stables  attached  ( 
(German  style),  a  cow,  a  sow  and  ( 
several  litters  of  pigs,  chickens,  ( 
ducks,  and  several  acres  of  grain  , 
—their  first  crop  which  the  happy  j 
farmer  was  harvesting  by  hand. 

Another  family  was  from  East 
Africa.  Repatriated  early  in  the! 
war,  the  husband  soon  became  a  1 
prisoner  but  was  exchanged  and  ' 
spent  four  years  in  the  German  ' 
Army  in  Europe.  They  proudly  dis¬ 
played  relics  from  Africa,  but. 
they  were  proudest  of  a  certificate  , 
from  a  church  in  Pleasant  Hill, 
Ohio,  conveying  to  them  a  Jersey 
cow  with  stipulation  that  each  • 
heifer  calf  should  be  given  to  anoth¬ 
er  refugee  family.

In  hospitals,  leper  colonies,  wo¬ 
men’s  dispensaries,  and  in  homes 
for  abandoned  infants  the  mission- 
j  aries  are  "making  brick  without 
straw.”

*  WORSHIP 

3.  Worship  was  promoted  by  the 
enlightenment  of  Mount  Moriah. 
The  erection  of  the  Temple  at  Jer¬ 
usalem  early*  in  the  reign  of  Solo¬ 
mon  was  the  outstanding  event  of 
the  Hebrew  monarchy.  The  dedica¬ 
tion  services  were  most  impres¬ 
sive.  The  antiquities  brought  into 
it  were  the  Mosaic  Tabernacle 
from  Gibeon  and  the  ark  enclosing 
the  tables  of  stone  from  David’s 
Tabernacle  on  Mount  Zion.  The 
sacrifices  included  the  astonishing 
aggregate  of  22,000  oxen  and  120, 
000  sheep.  In  attendance  were  the 
priests  stationed  between  the  porch 
and  the  alter;  opposite  them  the 
musicians  arrayed  in  white,  a 
vast  multitude  crowding  the 
courts;  and  on  a  huge  brazen  plat¬ 
form  sat  Solomon  attended  by  a 
guard  of  500  men,  each  bearing  a 
shield  of  gold. 

In  his  short  sormon  the  king 
told  the  throng  that  God  had  now 
fulfilled  his  promise  to  David  that
